8oeh 
disclosures hare wade a Joke of congrts- 
dsatl intelligence oversight while Jeopard- 
ising the Hm of American Intelligence of- 
ficers and their foreign contacts. It it time 
to return to the old -fashioned concept of 
putting America's national security Mer- 
est* first 

When Congress drridrd In the wake of 
Vietnam and Watergate to caerrise more 
oversight over the intelligence cofamunfttj, 

It took on o heavy responsibility with over- 
riding national security Implications. As 
the result of this action, our two iateDi- 
gtttct committees are now privy to highly 
*■* sensitive Information and material, that 
mast he Jealously guarded as precious no- 
ttonal resources. 

Sometimes what's pr o posed ky the ad- 
ministration does not receive the blessing 
of everyone on the two Intelligence panels. 
Unfortunately, when disagreement does 
occur, the nature of the disputed activity is 
often leaked with the Meatioa of sabotag- 
ing it before it gets off the drawing board. 
Such tactics may he politica ll y clever and 
effective, hut they ore dangerously short- 
righted osid their Im p o rt on our bitefB- 
gca cc capability Is devastating. 

Mr. Speaker, with these obserratioas at 
prologue, I would like to make tome rec- 
ommendations as lo bow we should address 
this p r o ble m. 

First, those in the so-called ‘"faiteUigeace * 
Information loop" must stop Immediately 
airing their opin io n s and differences pub- 
licly. YWs applies not only to Congress, but 
also the executive branch from whence a 
number of these egregious leak* have 
•prang.

crets la both Congress and the executive 
branch !a this regard, I believe Cougress 
most set an « ample bp establishing a Joint 
Intelligence Committee which would io- 
piuce Nr House and Senate Intelligence

yean Ago. Moreover, I was not alone as 
such respected colleagues as fin Boland, 
Silvio Contx, Lbs Hamilton, Bill Frrn- 
zbl. and Dante Fasckll sponsored rimh

All of these recent disclosures have sever- 
|y un der m ined relations between Congress 
sxtd the Intelligence community. For Con- 
gress lo practice meaningful and respond 
bit oversight over the Intelligence agencies. 
It nut first can the trust of those whose 
activities It reviews. 

That trust fts totally lacking now and 
wont begin to develop until there Is some 
clear-cut assurance that what fts said In 
dosed session remains a secret Chances of 
that happening are much better when se- 
crete are reported to a very Knitted groups 
of responsible -and senior Representative* 
and Senators backed by a small group of 
professional staff expert*. Furthermore, 
under this kind of arrangement with so few 
In the loop, leaker* would be much cosier 
to Identify. Presently, there are so many 
with access to secrets that the FBI and Jus- 
tice Department seldom. If ever, unmask 
these anonymous sourc e s who we consist- 
ently undercutting our national security. 

In fiort, Mr. 8peaker, the time has come 
to revamp oar congressional oversight 
system with the establishment of a Joint 
Intelligence Committee along the fines pro- 
posed by Congressman Henst BYDS in 
House Joint Resolution 7. 1 urge my col- 
leagues to Join me and some 70 other Mem- 
bers In cosponsoring this tirody and ex- 
tremely Important Initiative that Is rapidly 
gaining widespread bipartisan support
